Plans  for  an  experimental  pro¬ 
gram  in  off  campus  student  teach¬ 
ing  by  the  State  College  students 
in  the  1956-57  school  year  have 
been  approved  by  the  Board  of  Ed¬ 
ucation  of  Maryville  and  by  the 
Board  of  Regents  of  the  College. 

Tire  program  had  been  previous¬ 
ly  agreed  upon  by  the  administra¬ 
tors  of  both  the  College  and  the 
school.  Participants  in  the  plan¬ 
ning  sessions  are  Dr.  J.  W.  Jones, 
College  president;  Dr.  Leon  Mill¬ 
er,  chairman  of  the  department  of 
education,  of  the  College;  Supt. 
Elmer  F.  .Klein,  and  Principals  C. 
A.  Rristow  and  Frederick  Schneid¬ 
er,  Maryville. 

To  Be  Limited  Program 

The  program,  as  set  up,  will  be 
limited  in  several  ways.  The  pub¬ 
lic  school  teaching  personnel  will 
be  jointly  selected,  from  those  who 
volunteer,  by  the  administrators 
of  the  public  school  and  the  Col¬ 
lege  director  of  stuuent  teaching. 
The  teaching  block  at  the  elemen¬ 
tary  level  will  be  aimed  at  a  half 


day  block  and  on  the  secondary 
level  at  a  minimum  of  one  period,  . 
but  preferably  two  consecutive 
periods. 

During  tile  time  the  students  are 
ofl-campus  participating  in  the 
student-teaching  program  they 
will  be  responsible  for  adjusting 
their  preparation  and  perform-  . 
ances  in  keeping  with  the  educa¬ 
tional  procedures,  and  administra¬ 
tive  policies  of  tlie  public  schools. 

The  college  supervisor  will 
make  periodic  visits  to  observe 
the  progress  being  mndc  by  tlio 
student  teachers.  Conferences 
about  the  progress  will  be  ar¬ 
ranged  through  the  building  prin¬ 
cipals  and  may  variously  involve  . 
both  student  and  cooperating  in¬ 
structors,  principals,  and  the  sup¬ 
ervisor.

Dr.  Fenner  was  gradu¬ 
ated  with  honors  from  this  College  with  the  class  of  1931,  and  is 
now  editor  of  the  NEA  Journal.

She  lists  four  reasons  why  she  does  not  drink.  They  are: 


(1)  .  .  .  because  I  don't  like  to  taste  liquor.  So  I'll  just 
not  cultivate  the  taste. 


(2)  ...  because  1  can't  afford  to  financially.  I'd  rather 

spend  my  money  for  church,  community  chest,  and  other  worth¬ 
while  agencies— even  furniture  stores. 


(3)  .  .  .  .because  alcohol  is  destructive,  and  I  want  my  life 
to  be  constructive. 


(4)  .  .  .  because,  like  all  human  beings,  I  have  the  immor¬ 
tality  of  influence.  And  I  want  this  influence  to  be  for  good. 


Dr.  Fenner  believes  that  failure  to  abstain  from  using 
alcoholic  beverages  at  social  functions  may  tend  to  harm  other 
people.  "...  because  in  yielding  to  the  temptation  to  conform 
socially,  against  my  principles,  I  may  have  deprived  someone 
else  of  the  moral  support  he  needed."

THE  SECRET  OF  THE  HITTI- 
TES,  by  C.  W.  Ceram.  New  York: 
Alfred  A.  Knopf,  1956.  Pages,  281.

Occasionally  someone  comes 
along  who  has  the  combined  knowl¬ 
edge  and  writing  skill  to  popular¬ 
ize  a  highly  specialized  field  of 
research.  Such  a  person  is  Paul 
Kruif,  who  has  been  bringing  the 
latept  medical  discoveries  to  the 
public  for  a  quarter  of  a  century. 
Similarly  in  1952,  C.  W.  Ceram, 
pen  name  of  the  archaeologist 
Kurt  W.  Marek,  appeared  on  the 
best  seller  lists  as  the  author  of  a 
popular  yet  accurate  work  ac¬ 
ceptable  to  scholars  in  the  field 
which  it  covered,  archeology.  The 
name  of  this  book  is  GODS, 
GRAVES,  and  SCHOLARS.  Now 
another  book  has  been  written  by 
this  author,  again  a  highly  com¬ 
mendable  popularization  of  a  very 
narrow,  controversial  segment  of 
archaeological,  philological,  and 
historic  scholarship  with  the  title 
THE  SECRET  OF  THE  HIT- 
TITES.  However,  I  do  not  expect 
to  see  the  title  on  the  best  seller 
lists  this  time. 

Following  the  detective-story 
pattern  employed  by  the  usual 
popular  book  on  scientific  re¬ 
search,  THE  SECRET  OF  THE 
HITTITES  attempts  to  keep  the 
reader  interested  by  disclosing 
successive  steps  in  the  solution  of 
the  problems  involved.  Ceram  has 
worked  hard  at  this  task  of  build¬ 
ing  up  the  mystery  and  the  sus¬ 
pense,  and  then  eulogizing  the 
eventful  triumph,  and  I  think  he 
has  done  it  well.  The  trouble  is 
that  there  are  two  stories  running 
at  the  same  time:  the  story  of  the 
accomplishments  of  the  archaeol¬ 
ogists  and  philologers  as  they ' 
solved  one  problem  after  another, 
and  the  story  of  the  Hittftes  them¬ 
selves  as  It  Is  received  by  the  In¬ 
genious  work  of  the  scholars.  This 
duality  of  theme  should  prove 
enough  of  an  irritant  to  the  cas¬ 
ual  reader  to  prevent  any  record 


sale  of  the  book.

hops  as  early  as  2,000  B.  C.)  re¬ 
quires  explanation.  This  fourth 
problem  is  not  yet  settled:  where 
did  these  people  come  from? 
Power  Matched  That  of  Babylon 
The  fifth  problem  involved  the 
history  of  the  Hittites  as  revealed 
by  the  discoveries  of  these  archae¬ 
ologists  and  by  the  writings  of 
neighboring  people,  as  in  the  Old 
Testament  and  in  the  Egyptian 
accounts.  Reevaluation  of  the 
history  of  the  second  millenium 
before  Christ  has  followed  these 
revelations  of  a  power  that  match¬ 
ed  that  of  Babylon  and  Egypt  for 
five  hundred  years  or  more. 

Strange  that  so  great  a  nation 
should  have  been  almost  complete¬ 
ly  obliterated  from  the  memory 
of  man  for  three  thousand  years! 
It  is  Ceram’s  ability  to  pervade  his 
account  with  this  mystery  that 
gives  the  book  its  charm.

Scholar  Tree  Is 
Rain  Tree's  Mate

One  of  our  most  interesting  trees, 
the  Chinese  scholar  tree,  will  be¬ 
gin  blooming  nenr  the  end  of  this 
semester.  The  Chinese  scholar 
tree,  which  grows  on  the  west  sido 
of  the  front  walk  near  the  street, 
is  known  to  be  more  than  nineteen 
years  old. 

According  lo  an  account  given 
by  President  Emeritus  Uel  W. 
Larhkin  to  Dr.  Irene  Mueller,  seeds 
of  the  scholar  tree  wore  collected 
from  a  tree  on  the  grounds  of  the 
emperor's  palace  in  Peking,  China. 
The  seeds  were  brought  to  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Missouri,  where  they 
were  started.  Two  of  the  trees 
were  then  presented  to  each  state 
college. 

When  tire  mate  of  the  Chinese 
scholar  tree  on  this  campus  died, 
a  St.  Joseph  lady  gave  the  college 
a  Golden  rain  tree  to  take  the 
place  of  the  dead  tree.  The  Gold¬ 
en  rain  tree,  as  stated  in  a  pre¬ 
vious  article,  is  located  on  the  east 
side  of  the  front  walk  near-  the 
street,  and  the  Chinese  scholar 
tree  is  located  on  the  opposite  side 
of  the  walk. 

The  Chinese  scholar  tree,  also 
known  as  the  Pagoda  tree  or  the 
Japanese  Pagoda  tree,  is  known  to 
biologists  as  Sophora  jnponica. 
Sophora  is  a  genius  of  flowering 
trees  and  shrubs  which  belong  to 
the  pea  family.  The  species  Ja- 
ponica  is  native  to  China  and  Ja¬ 
pan.  Its  blooming  period  varies 
fiom  July  to  September,  according 
to  the  climate  in  which  it  is  lo¬ 
cated. 

The  Chinese  scholar  tree  on  this 
campus  has  large  panicles  or 
clusters  of  creamy,  pea-like  blos¬ 
soms,  usually  in  the  first  part  of 
August.  This  species  of  Sophora  is 
sensitive  to  cold  wen.ther,  and  ac¬ 
cording  to  some  authorities  would 
not  be  considered  hardy  twenty 
miles,  north  of  Maryville.
